The Murderer of Preller Again 
Tells His Story 


WITH ALL ITS SENSATIONAL DETAILS. 


The Prisoner Reiterates His Declaration 
that His Victim Was Accidentally 
Killed by Inhaling Chioroform. 


Astomated Press Dispatches to the Times. 

Sr. Loum, May 26.— Fauntleroy, for 
the defense in the Preller case, com- 
menced his opening address to the jary. 
He stated that he wished to impress 
them with the fact that no one kuew 
how Preller came to his death except 
the defendant, and he purposed to dis- 
close to the jary all the circumstances 
attending it. After stating the wan- 
ner in which Preller and defendant be- 
came acquainted and the closeness of 
their friendship thereafter, he stated 
that the defense intended to prove that 
Pieiler was suffering from «a stricture 
snd that defendant foolishly undertook 
to removeit. Defendant was unwilliog 
to perform the operation alone, but 
Prelier did not wish the nature of his 
siiment to be known, and insisted that 
Maxwell should perform it. To leasen 
the pain he administered chlorotorm, 
but in too large a quantity and death 
resulted. 

MaXWELLL TELLS STORY. 
Maxweil was placed on the stand. He 
showed little evidence of feeling, though 
there was some degree of nervousness, 
both in his face and hands. Tuere was 
a rustle through the courtroom, as the 
witness, in reply to questions by Fauu 
leroy, stated in substance as follows: 
** My fall name is H. M. Brooks; I am 
twenty-five years old ; was born ia Hyde, 
Chester, England. I studied medicine 
and surgery at the Coilegian school at 
Manchester, but I am not a licensed 
physician. I first met Preller at the 
Northwestern Hotel, at Liverpool, bat 
did not get acquainted with him antil I 
met him on board the steamer Cepha- 
ionia. Mr. Prelier and I were both 
Euglishmen, coming toa strange land, 
aod our acquaintance ripened into warm 
friendship." 

MAXWELL USES THE CHLOROFORM. 
Maxwei! further testified: **On Easter 
Sundry, before I went to the drug- 
store, Preller and I had a conversation 
abont the performance of the operation 
heretofore alluded to, and alro a day or 
two before that Sanday Mr. Preiler de- 
scribed to me hie symptoms, and I con- 
cluded that be was suffering from 
stricture, and that the best method 
of treating him was by passing a cathe- 
ter. I took my authorities on medicine 
aud reed to Mr. Preller the directions 
as to the proper method of admuiniater- 
ing chlorotorm, and refreshing my own 
mind as to the precautions to be used. 
There ere marginal notes on the pages 
treating on the simpicst and safest 
method of using the drug. After this 
conversation with Mr. Preiler I went to 
the drag store and purchased four 
oances of chloroform and a quantity of 
absorbent cotton. We returned to 
the hotel, and aftary smoking 
awhile and disonssing the pro 
posed operation, Mr. Preller went 
to his own room, returning shortly after 
baviog removed his waistcoat and re- 
placed bis coat with a dressing gown. 
Immediately thereafter be began to 
make preparations for the operation 
Preller removed. his trousers and 
drawers, and laid down upoa the bed 
I placed the four-ounce bottle of chlo- 
roform on the wash stand and poured 
out a fluid gram of the liquid on a piece 
of lint, which I folded tnreetimes I 
then walked to the bed aad held the lint 
stout six inches from my patiedt’s face, 
80 that toe vapor from the chloroform 
might become mixed with the air and 
produce a not too violent effect. It all 
evaporated in a few minat and I 
turned around to get more, and found 
that the bottle which I bad placed on 
the wash-stand bad fallen into the 
basin, and a large portion of the 
tenta had flowed out, and not enough 
was left to produce anesthesia. I then 
went to Ferrow’a drug store to get 
more, telling Ferrow tbat I bad spilled 
what I bed first bought. I 
wanted four ounces, but he only had 
two, and I took that. I then returned 
tomy room. I placed abonta gram ot 
the fluid on the lint a second time, and 
agein held it about six inches 
from his fece. I continued this 
tor some time, until I thought uncon 
sciousness or rather insensibility to 
pain had been reached. I then took up 
the catheter and proceeded to use it. 
Mr. Preller made a pecaliar noise, 
wiveing as if Le felt pain. I came 
tw the coucinsion that I bad not admia- 
istered a sufficient amount of chloro- 
form. I poured a gram ora gram and 
of the chloroform upon the lint 
whieh Lagsin plaeed before his taoce. 
Al nost before I knew it Mr. Preller's 
breathing became very labored and I at 
once suspended the administration of 
the chloroform, for I knew that bis 
condition was serious. | seized a pair 
of my surgeon's scissors and at once 
eut his sbirt and undershirt 
from his body, and tried all 
means of resuscitation with which 
was. familiar. I slap 
him with wet towels on the chest and 
neck, dushed cold water on his chest 
and attemptedto restore respiration by 
moving his arme up and down,” 
PBELLER'S DEATH. 
The witness proceeded with a voice 
impressively busky: continued these 
efforts to revive my old friend tor over 
half an hour butit was useless. Shortly 
after, my friend ceased to breath 
and heart stop 
ing. There was no ath 
a mirror when I hel: it to his lips 
Even after | was satisfied that he was 


I did not lenve and call assistance. All 
my ¢ffort« were to restore him, because 
when chloroform'takes hold of a mau and 
he sinks, inafew seconds the is 
dead. The time I thought had better 
be occupied ia efforts to restore him. I 
was convinced that he waa dead, but I 
continued to dash cold water on bis 
chest. I finally decided that he was dead 
and past allbope. Then I bardly knew 
what to do. My first impulse was 
to notify the authorities. Imagine my 
feelings. I did not know what to do. 
I was in a strange land; I did not know 
thata man could make a statement in 
his own behalf. I thought the same 
rules prevailed here af in England, and 
that I would not be allowed to make 
my statement, and thought I woulu go 
away prisoner."’ 

Maxwell then proceeded to tei the 
story of putting the body in the truuk, 
in a wild and dazed sort of way, scarcely 
knowing what be did, aud saying that 
Le was so wrought up that he could give 
nv connected account of his subsequent 
sayings and doings. He tried to drown 
bis terror in drink, and he concluded 
that the only thing to do was to grt 
away. He took Preller’s money, $600, 
purchased a number of things, inciud- 
ing a railway ticket to San Francisco, 
placed the paper reading ‘‘So per- 
ish 
canse”’ in the trunk with the dead man 
and shaved off his moustache to puzzle 
the authorities till after the autopsy 
and gaip time. He also cut a gash on 
Preller's breast with a scalpel, but 
could assign no reason for it. He as 
serted firmly that he bad no intention 
of harming Preller. The rest of the 
testimony was taken up with his subse- 
quent journeyiugs. Adjourned till to- 
morrow.
